Chief Nemattanew, better known as Roy 
Crazy Horse, is talking about the ethnic stew- 
that is America, a country that is “pluralistic, 
with freedom of thought, where everyone has 
the freedom to become" — and here his fea- 
tures twist to reflect the stew’s bitter aficrlastc' 
— "like you, like the dominant society." 

Crazy Horse heads the Powhalan-Rcnapc 
• tribe; one of three groups of Amcrican Indions 
in New Jersey. Along vsith the Rnimpough in 
northern New Jersey and the Nonlicokc Leni- 
Lenape in the southernmost port of the states 
they number I5{000 of New Jersey’s 7.7 mil- 
lion residents. 


They do not. insist leaders of oil' three 
groups, want to buy into the dominant culture. 
Instead, they want to run their own afTairs. 
Both the Romapough and the Nonticokes ore 
seeking federal lecognilion that would enable 
them to do just that. 

It would also enable them to open casinos 

— gaming bolls largely unregulated by the 
state, whose income would be untaxed. The 
tribes say that’s not their intent 

- - But-many in the so-^cd dominant society 
refuse to believe them — and are acting on 
that skepticism. 

The ^btcfS range from the. rich — ^ Donald 
Tnimp filed suit in 1993 contending federal 
laws regulating Indian {piming ore unconstitu- 


tional — to the powerful — Rep. Robert G. 
Torricelli, D-N J.. is trying to moke those laws 
more restrictive — to the merely fearful. 

Albert Sanderson, who lives in an 18th-cen- 
tury Salem County farmhouse next door to 
land that the Nonticokes ore trying to buy, falls, 
into the lost category. 

‘Tm not against the Indians, I really am 
not,” he said, "l.wonl to live and let live. But I 
don’t want them destroying my home.” 

. _ TIic wonL’JdcstroylLdocsn’t even belong in^ 
the same sentence witli “Nanlicoke,” said Al- 
fred Sammons of Smyrna, Del.: "All we wont 
to do is preserve our culture and preserve our 
history.” 

About 1,600 Nanticokes live in New Jer- 


sey's Salem and Cumberland counties and 
across the Delaware River in Lower Delaware. 
Sammons co-chairs the tribe along with Mark 
Gould of Bridgeton, N.J., whd ha.s headed the 
tribe ofT and on for nearly 20 years. 

Thrw ye ars a go. lhc_^up filed a petition 
with the Bureau of In'dian A'ffairsjti washing- 
ton; seeking federal recognition. "It would 
give us sclf-govcraance and would help us 
with our education,” Gould said. "Spiritually, 
it will give us access to the eagle feathers tliat 
are pah ^ our ccrcinonics. ... The list is'aicP 
less."

ADA needs

TWIN FALLS - A narrow, steep and 
sharply angled wheelchair ramp at the 
Twin Falls County Courthouse leading to a 
heavy door is typical of the problems dis- 
abled Magic Valley residents face. 

Even_ though the Americans With 
Disabilities Act was passed in 1990 to 
expand, civil rights and protect disabled 
people against discrimination, physical and 
psychological accessibility across the 
Magic Valley still eludes them, some dis- 
abled people say. 

And while the Twin ^nlls County com- 
missioners, for example, are haviqgthc 
courthouse’s third ramp built to’ADA 
specifications at another entrance and 
installing on electric door, a lack of other 
basic needs - transportation, adequate 
communication, accessibility - hinder their 
daily tasks at some businesses and other 
public buildings. 

New construction has to 'meet ADA 
guidelines, but existing structures are 
expected to make reasonable changes.

“I figured that 
with all this smoke, there must be some fire," he 
says. “I never imagined that it was all made up." 

But apparently it was, and In a story that ran 
on the front page of the Post on Super Bowl 
Sunday, he reported that ‘rione of Uie activists 
appear to have any evidence that a link exists 
between football and wife-beating.” And, he 
added recently, no convincing evidcnce has sur- 
faced to this day.

Reinforcing this follacy is the 
myth that Wc Arc All In This 
Together, that wc all share each 
other’s fate.

according to experts who offer new 
ways to cope. 

"Books spend a lot of lime focus- 
ing on the estrogen question, which 
is fine for when the ovaries have 
quit,’’ says Or. Kirtly Parker Jones, 
a reproductive specialist at the 
University of Utah. “But the four to 
six years jjcfore that, the time of 
great unpredictability, is a time you 
need to be educated about.’’ 

Nancy Eklund, a family doctor 
and medical director of the Center 
for Women’s Medicine of South 
Miami Hospital, said women should 
expect to function well, but be pre- 
pared for a few changes. 

"We may be missing the boat 
waiting until we have no periods for 
a year. And I would hate for women 
to write off symptoms as normal 
when intervention is needed,” 
Eklund says. “It’s important to have 
a good working relationship with a' 
physician to decide what is appro- 
priate." 

The transitional years are getting 
a lot of attention now from doctors 
and researchers and in hew books. 

“Menopause” is defined as otic 
year without menstruation 
which, for most women, comes near 
their 50th birthday. 

“Pcrimenopausc” refers to the 
seven or eight years surrounding 
menopause during which gradual 
changes occur.

another manufactured malady for 
women to worry about, a fancy 


. what Tcaff calls "a wake-up call” 

' for women to assess health habits. 
Loss of estrogen also means thin- 
ning bones and a greater risk of 
hean disease, but you con improve 
your odds-with good nutrition and 
exercise. 

And learning about midlife 
changes can diminish worry, says 
nurse Phyllis Teitelbaum, who nms 
the Womens’ Health Resource 
Center at Baptist Hospital of Miami 
and oficfs one-oocne sessions with 
women to educate them about 
midlife. 

^ “It*s important to learn so that 
you wwi’i have the stress of think- 
ing there’s something wrong with 
you,” says Teitelbaum. 

Many women seek Teitelbaum’s 
help to navigate the pros and cons 
of estrogen-replacement therapy 
after periods stop. 

But the stop is not sudden. 
During the decade before 
menopause, the hormonal orches- 
tration that controls fertility gradu- 
ally loses some of its fine-tuning. 
Since puberty, the pituitary has 
been producing follicle stimulating 
hormone, which travels to the, 
ovaries. As follicles ripen, they pro- ’ 
ducc estrogen and progesterone — 
homtones that trigger release of one 
egg per Q'cle and prepare the uterus ' 
for pregnancy. If the egg isn’t fertil- 
ized. the uterine limng sloughs off 
in menstruation, and the process 
starts again.
